What can visitors 
expect from 
Multiplied? 

Multiplied is the UK's 
only contemporary 
editions fair, and what 
that means is we focus 
on art made in editions, 
but we're not a print fair 
or a photography fair. 
We include prints, 
photographs, multiples, 3D printing, digital art 
and artists' books. 

What artists are you excited about? 

There's a French publisher called LN Edition 
which does really sophisticated 3D multiples, 
and it represents an artist called Tsuyu, who 
does very beautiful paper 3D hanging pieces. 


When it comes to buying art, what’s the 
benefit of something like Multiplied 
versus an auction? 

I think Multiplied gives you the chance to buy 
the work of an artist while they are still 
unknown. I believe that's a real advantage. 
When things get to auction, they have been 
publicised a great deal. Multiplied will give you 
the chance to see work by artists that you 
won't usually see in auctions. Just seeing new 
art - some of it may be collectable, and some 
of it may not, but that's the nature of buying 
contemporary works. 

What would be a realistic starter budget 
for Multiplied? 

There will be work available in the £200 to £500 
bracket, but the majority of works will be in the 
£1,000 to £5,000 bracket. 



What advice can you give to a buyer 
taking a chance on a new artist? 

I think you just have to be clear about your 
criterion. If you're buying work by a young 
graduate, you can only assess based on the 
quality of the work. If you're really looking to 
buy work for investment, then it's a good 
idea to aim for an artist who is represented 
by a good up-and-coming gallery, who will 
be committed to that artist. Other things 
to look out for are reviews. 

Try to be informed.

Our favourite Camberwell comedian is glad to be back from her 
holidays - it’s all tourist traps and overpriced breakfasts 


I am returned from my holidays and not a 
minute too soon - lawks a-mercy, Croatia is 
expensive. Ok, so we went to Dubrovnik, 
which is an exquisite tourist trap disguised 
as a Medieval Walled City, albeit a medieval 
walled city with laminated menus. 

Holiday resorts have two options - capitalise 
on the culture or push tat in tourist’s faces. 
Dubrovnik should be doing the former, but it is 
insisting on doing the latter. The Ancient One and 
I were the only two people in its glorious modem 
art gallery. Possibly because you could only gain 
entry on a multi-museum entry 
ticket - buy one, buy all, but I 
didn’t want to go to all! I just 
wanted to see some art. They 
didn’t even have a cafe. 

How peculiar that a place 
with so much going for it can 
get it so wrong, I will never 
complain about the price of a 
Pret sandwich again. There is 
something about feeling ripped 
off (and for a Londoner to feel 
ripped off is really something) 
that can really put a dampener on a holiday. 

Our hotel was exquisite. Beautifully positioned 
with stunning views and far from the madding 
crowds, but rather oddly there were no prices on 
the breakfast menu. I thought it was included in 
the deal - it wasn’t. Breakfast, regardless of 
whether you had one croissant or 18 boiled eggs, 
cost the equivalent of €30, which is £23.50 in our 
money - for breakfast! What can you possibly eat 
for breakfast that’s worth 25 quid? I’d want 
lobster on toast for that, I’d want swan waffles, 

I’d want carpaccio of unicorn (actually that 


sounds disgusting), but do you understand where 
I’m coming from? There is nothing more 
distressing for a sensible middle-aged British 
female holiday maker than seeing a child toy 
with half a muffin, spill a glass of orange juice 
and then leave the table, knowing that he has cost 
his parents £25! 

So we’re back in London town, where 
everything feels reasonably priced, apart from 
houses, which are on a par with Croatian 
breakfasts. That said, a 19th century bomb-proof 
fort on the Thames has recently been on the 
market for £500,000 which, 
compared to some one- 
bedroom flats for the same 
price locally, sounds like 
a bargain to me. 

While I’m on my penny- 
pinching band wagon, one of 
London’s favourite freebies, 
the Imperial War Museum, has 
re-opened after a £40 million 
refurb, spent mostly on what 
looks like the biggest staircase 
in the world. There were still 
some snagging problems on our visit, like no way 
of telling which floor the lift had arrived at, 
actually finding a lift in the first place, and the 
painting galleries seem airless and squashed. 

However, the current exhibition, Truth and 
Memory: British Art of the First World War , is a 
stark reminder that sometimes you’ve got to put 
things into perspective, that 100 years after the 
First World War there are still bigger and scarier 
problems in the world than overpriced breakfasts 
and lifts that don’t land where you expect them 
to. I decided to get a grip. 


What can you 
possibly eat for 
breakfast that’s worth 
25 quid? I’d want 
lobster on toast, swan 
waffles or carpaccio 
of unicorn for that

FUN 6? GAMES 

As the nation celebrates Joan Littlewood’s centenary, author Stella Duffy tells 
us why she’s reviving the innovative theatre maker’s Fun Palace vision

t’s a passion project,’ says novelist 
and playwright Stella Duffy of her 
latest undertaking - bringing 
legendary theatre maker Joan 
Littlewood’s Fun Palaces vision to 
fruition. As the deadline for her 14th 
novel looms and various theatre projects 
demand her attention, it’s a wonder she 
has time to meet me at Brockwell Lido 
to tell me all about the project. 

The press release caught my attention 
immediately when it landed in my inbox 
back in May - Fun Palaces, that sounds, 
well, fun. But what are they? Those 
familiar with Joan Littlewood’s work 
- one of the 20th Century’s most 


significant cultural innovators - will 
likely be in the know, especially as her 
work has come thundering back to light 
this year in celebration of the 100th 
anniversary of her birth. But to the 
uninitiated, a Fun Palace is a space 
linking arts, sciences, entertainment and 
education. It’s a campaign for grass-roots 
culture at the heart of our communities. 

T’ve always been in the arts to change 
the world, but it’s never quite happened,’ 
said Stella, who is coproducing the 
project alongside theatre producer Sarah- 
Jane Rawlings and The Albany theatre in 
Deptford. ‘Sometimes you touch a lot of 
people if a novel does well, and it’s the 
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south london life 



Art Deco cinemas have sadly been 
redeveloped into flats - there’s a 
community ethos around a pub or 
somewhere like the Lido, or Crystal 
Palace Park, rather than around an 
established venue.’ 

And if you don’t want to get stuck in, 
that’s fine, just go along and soak up the 
atmosphere. As Joan herself said: ‘Sit out 
over space with a drink and tune in to 
what’s happening elsewhere in the city. 
Try starting a riot or beginning a painting 
- or just lie back and stare at the sky.’

same with theatre, but it’s never quite... 
the Fun Palaces project is giving people 
the power to do it themselves. 

‘Lots of us over the past 25-30 years 
have been trying to do what Joan 
Littlewood was doing in the 40s - trying 
to find ways to communicate with 
audiences - but I don’t think we’ve ever 
quite got it right. With Fun Palaces it 
feels like we’re onto something. People 
started saying, ‘Yes, we’ll make a Fun 
Palace’. I shared the idea on Twitter and 
strangers started coming together, and the 
good will they showed... Twitter has 
made Fun Palaces in many ways.’ 

Joan Littlewood - who, it happens, 
was a south Londoner - found theatre 
very constraining and stifling. And so, 
with pioneering architect Cedric Price, 
she devised an idea for a Fun Palace, 
a huge building where the community 
could come together to create; to get 
involved in the arts and sciences and 
culture, and for it to be fun. But the 
building was never made, most likely 
because it was simply too ambitious. 

But on the weekend 
of 4-5 October, Fun 
Palaces will spring 
up in arts centres, 
museums, marquees, 
school halls, parks and 
high streets in a vast 
communal celebration 
of arts, culture and sciences. 

The project has gone national, with 
projects taking place from Glasgow to 
Cornwall, and south London has really 
embraced the idea. There’ll be a Fun 
Palace at Brockwell Lido, created by 
local playwright Shelley Silas, where you 
can swim with mermaids, paddle in a 
kayak, learn sign language, be amazed by 
Barrie The Illusioneer and take part in a 
human chess game. The Crystal (Fun) 


Palace will focus on its famous 
dinosaurs, the iconic transmitter tower 
and its sports heritage. Fun Palaces will 
be springing up across Deptford as part 
of a collaborative consortium with The 
Albany, Deptford Lounge, Teatro Vivo, 
Goldsmith’s University and even the 
market traders. There will be Fun Palaces 
in Battersea, Bexley, Brockley, Croydon, 
Greenwich, Oval and the Southbank 
Centre, which has effectively been 
running a Fun Palace for years. 

‘It can’t just be 
that I live in south 
London,’ says Stella, 
a Loughbrough 
Junction resident, 
marvelling at the south 
London community’s 
enthusiasm for the 
idea. ‘Or that Joan Littlewood was bom 
in Stockwell. I think it’s because we 
don’t have many venues here. Take west 
London - there’s the Bush Theatre and 
the Lyric Hammersmith; in north London 
you’ve got Hampstead Theatre... so 
you’ve got what are perceived to be 
ready-made venues and an assumption 
that the community is already catered for. 

‘In south London, because of the lack 
of established venues - so many of those

Grand architecture 


In addition to the inimitable Dulwich 
College, designed by architect Charles 
Barry Junior, the area hides a number 
of impressive buildings. There’s Belair 
House, a Georgian mansion dating back 
to 1726, the grand, Gothic-style Grade 
I-listed All Saints Church, Kingswood 
House, a Grade Il-listed Victorian 
mansion, and The Rosendale pub, a 
historic coaching house that still retains 
its original Royal Doulton tiles. 


No, we haven’t lost our marbles - 
this is a seriously cool business 
centre. The grand, industrial 
architecture of the old Rye 
Electronics building on Martell 
Road is home to a hub of creative 
industries like Rococo Chocolates 
and Volcano Coffee which also 
runs the popular cafe.

O rigami wallpaper, a 

burgundy ceiling and flesh- 
coloured walls are just 
some of the unique and 
unusual features in the fabulous Forest 
Hill home of interior design duo Jordan 
Cluroe and Russell Whitehead, 
affectionately known as 2 Lovely Gays. 

It’s likely you’ve heard of them 
from this year’s must-see interiors 
show, BBC2’s Great Interior Design 
Challenge , featuring up-and-coming 
interior designers. Jordan rose to the 
challenge with his experimental designs 
and love of bold colour, finishing a 
feisty second in the competition. 

‘We applied to be in the show 
together, but a duo didn’t fit the show 
format so we decided I’d take the lead,’ 
explains Jordan, a fashion-obsessed 
actor originally from Birmingham with 
a passion for interior design. ‘It was 
tremendous fun! ’ 

Following the success of the show, 
Jordan and his husband Russell, also an 
actor with an equally obsessive love of 
good design, set up their own interior 
design company calling themselves the 
unlikely name of 2 Lovely Gays. 

‘Our name came from the post code 
of our first flat,’ explains Russell, ‘it 
ended in 2LG! And to our friends we 
became known as 2 lovely gays. We 
were both acting at the time and 
discovered we had a mutual passion for 
beautiful interiors and design and our 
first job together was selling our own 
textiles at Greenwich Market. When a 
family member asked us to refurbish 
their hotel and it was a great success, 
we decided to give up acting and 
concentrate on interiors.’ 

The creative pair admit their tastes 
are similar with Jordan’s love of 
fashion and Russell’s love of theatre 


inspiring their work. And when it came 
to re-designing their own home, a run¬ 
down Victorian terrace with pebble 
dash walls and dingy rooms, it was 
their playful sense of style and wit that 
brought the house back to life. 

‘We stripped everything back to bare 
brick and started again,’ says Jordan, 
‘and because of our diverse tastes, it’s 
become a hybrid with old-fashioned 
panelling and coving in the sitting 
room and a modem extension and 
streamlined kitchen at the back.’ 


‘We love to play with colour and it 
was the big inspiration for this house,’ 
says Russell. ‘We’ve used a flesh- 
coloured palette on the sitting room 
walls as a neutral base and a deliberate 
move away from the ever-popular grey. 
It’s different and warm and the curtains 
match to give a pared-down look, 
creating the effect of a continuous wall 
when they’re drawn. The panelling was 
achieved by attaching wooden 
mouldings to the bare walls, painted in 
eggshell and the effect is stunning.’

From the cosy Georgian inspired 
snug with its comfy sofas and 
contemporary Tom Dixon wing-back 
armchair, to the ultra-modem kitchen 
with its concrete floor, Russell and 
Jordan it seems have no mles when 
it comes to designing creatively. 

The marble kitchen splash-back 
wasn’t planned but as it was leftover 
from a refurbished 
bathroom, we decided 
to incorporate it into 
the kitchen design,’ 
says Russell. 

4 We’re definitely 
opportunists as it 
can often inspire 
something unusual 
that we hadn’t thought of.’ 

4 We like to add an element of 
surprise,’ adds Jordan, 4 even down to 
our favourite wallpaper by Peckham- 
based company Custhom, whose Offset 
range looks different on every wall.’ 

Another unusual decorating 
technique favoured by the couple is the 
origami wallpaper in their hallway by 
their artist friend Tracy Tubb: 4 This 
was Tracy’s first home installation and 


it’s completely unique,’ says Russell. 

4 Each piece of paper is folded by hand 
from single strips of wallpaper and then 
joined together. It looks fragile but it’s 
flexible and versatile and the effect is 
incredibly beautiful.’ 

They have even created a dressing 
room with a burgundy ceiling and bright 
orange chest of drawers. 4 It feels like a 
luxury,’ says Jordan. 
4 But we use it every 
day and it’s such a 
functional space.’ 

The couple’s 
favourite room, the 
master suite, sits at 
the top of the house 
looking out across the 
skyline with the bed positioned low 
enough to see the trees, but not the roof 
tops. It’s this attention to detail that sets 
their work apart from other designers. 

4 Loft extensions can often look boxy 
so we kept the shapes in the walls from 
the original chimney breast and 
cornices,’ explains Russell. Tt adds 
texture, layering and interest. And 
bespoke fittings, which include a very 
discreet laundry basket hidden in the

shelves, always create a perfect finish.’ 

While serious about their work, this 
dynamic pair have an infectious sense 
of fiin and clearly love what they do. 
They love where they live, too, 
declaring that Forest Hill’s sense of 
community 4 is second to none’. They 
even bought their local independent 
coffee shop opposite Forest Hill station 
with their actor friend Sian when it was 
threatened with closure: 4 We really 
enjoy the sociable coffee culture in the 
area. We bought it not only for the 
coffee, but as an investment in the 
community,’ says Russell. 

‘And we love browsing in the Stag 
and Bow for unusual homeware and 
curios followed by a nice lunch at the 
nearby Honor Oak,’ chips in Jordan. 
‘Why ever would we want to move?’

Here she guides us 
through the key things to think about: 

FIRST THINGS FIRST 

Look at the aspect of the room and think 
about what you want to achieve with the 
space. It’s always a good idea to make a 
scrapbook of pictures of rooms that you 
love; once you put a few together, you 
will see they tell a story - whether it’s that 
you like Turkish rugs or that you prefer 
more architectural clean lines. 


THE WALLS 

I like to fabric-line walls. It gives a 
tailored, yet more comforting feel than 
paint or wallpaper and lasts very well. 

WINDOWS 

Most light in a bedroom comes in through 
the top of the window. I hate net curtains, 
so if you need privacy, use roller blinds, 
which you can then team with curtains. >
